Four councilmen are to be congratulated for their far- 
sightedness in taking what we feel will be the right step for- 
ward even though it will cost many a citrus grower and many 
more homeowners quite a few tax dollars. 

These councilmen are Paul Hottel. James Goodban, E. 
Tweed Stone, and Harry Wright.

CLOUDS OBSCURE 
MOON’S ECLIPSE 
IN WEST END 


Low clouds blocked the view 
for West End residents last 
night of the total eclipse of the 
moon. 

It is possible a few hill dwel- 
lers at Baldy or San Antonio 
Heights grabbed a brief view 
but low level livers just strain- 
ed for naught. 

Astronomers at the Lick ob- 
servatory sat outside last night 
and viewed the total eclipse of 
the moon just like nearly every- 
one else in the country—with 
the naked eye and small hand 
glasses. 

The eclipse was too early in 
the evening and too low on the 
horizon. Lick’s big telescopes 
and mirrors could not be de- 
pressed far enough to have a 
look. 

It wasn’t our sort of an eclipse’ 
anyway, scientists said. 

So for once they watched for 
the beauty alone. From 6:20 to 
nearly 7:30 p.m. (PST) the moon 
took on a deep reddish hue, like 
the coals of a fire almost out. 

The moon wasn't totally 
blacked out by the earth’s shad- 
ow because of the scattering of 
sunlight by the earth’s atmos- 
phere, the astronomers said.
